According to the uumml report of tho 


Newport Police Commission as sub- 
mitted to (lie Cieueral Assembly this 
week, there ure tou miitiy saloons iu 
(bin city for Hie number of residents, 
here. The report recommends that the 
General Laws be amended so that the 
iitiniher of retail liquor licenses granted 
Miotild not exceed one for every 500 of j 
the population, and that the wholesale 
licenses should not exceed one forevery 
2,500 of population. In order to prevent 
any loss of revenue by this reduction in 
the number of licensed places'the coin- 
mission recommends that the fee for 
a wholesale license shall be $700 and 
for a retail license J'ooO. 


The number of arrests, as tubulated 


in the report, for the year was: mules 
800, females 71; convictions totalled 628; 
flues imposed and parti iu District Court 
$2415.35, not paid JI10S.70; amount of 
property stolen .J:>079, recovered iu city 
$1141.55; taken from und restored to 
prisoners J2218 07; from limior licenses 
expiring Dec.1,1904,the sum of?±!75.19 
was collected, and from licenses expir- 
ing ou Dec. I, 1905, the total collected 
was?:!0,9oU;doglicenses brought in $2104 
to tiie city, and entertainments aud 
dances $1090, while from eating houses 
and taverns $905 was received,with £670 
from peddlers and junkmen.
